LAST NIGHT'S CONCERT. 


M. SYKORA’S AND 
Xf. SELAREVSKIS 
TRIUMPH. 


The Theatre Royal was again 
filled to qverflowing, last evening, 
on the occasion of the secont 
concert given by M. Sklarersxi 
and M.Sykora. His Excellency the 
Officer Administering the Govern- 
ment, and party occupied seats 
in the Dress Circle, and the 
audience was roused to a high 
pitch of enthusiasm by thewonder- 


‘ful playing of these two gifted 


artists, the like of whom Hong- 
kong has never heard before. 
The -programme was opened by 
Piatti's Concerto for ‘cello, in D 
minor, (opus 26) which is one of 
the most difficult of ‘cello pieces 
and is rarely attempted excepting 
by front rank players. As onthe 
last occasion, M.”’Sklarevski and 
M. Sykora displayed that remark- 
able contro] and unison of execu- 


‘| tion which alone places them in 


a category almost unapproach- 
able. The three movements of 
this composition demand the 
highest expressive and interpre- 
tive powers in addition to faultless 
execution and it may be compared 
to a Pagannini masterpiece of exe- 


.cution as analagousto the ‘cello. 


M. Sykora’s rendering of the con- 
certo was received with almostan 
ovation. In his next appearance 


‘| the ‘cellist dealt in 2 masterly 


manner with an old English 
composition of the 17th Century, 
called * Eccles’. | The tempo is 
adagio and the piece has only 
just been taken up by present 
day musicians. The manuscript 
was taken by Moffat and from it 
he arranged the piece and 
this. masterpiece of English 
music has thus 
rescued from oblivion. In his 
own variations on a theme, 
M. Sykora dispalyed his mar- 
vellous ability in staccato playing. 
In composing this piece, M. 
Sykora has set himselfa standard 
which it is doubtful any other 
musician has ever attempted. He 
staccato 
passages with faultless execution 
and without an effort. The 
tremendous executive difficulties 
which the composition pre- 
sents had no. terrors for 
the composer and there can be 
no criticism. M..Sykora played 
two encores, one of which was 
particularly attractive—Beeth- 
oven’s Minnetin G. Major, played 
with the mute. The delicacy and 
charm of this work ofthe Bonn 
genius was beautifully exemplified 
inv M. Sykora’s intrepretation 
and, like his other items, left-thée 
audience dumbfounded ‘that a 
man could arrive at such as stage 
of -perfect control. over an 
instrument. 


M. Sklarevski for his part 
secured equal success. He dis- 
played a technique that cannot 
be criticised and his ‘phrasing, 
breadth of meaning and wonder- 
ful touch were manifest through- 
out. Particularly in the Rach- 
minoff Romance in D. major, did 
the pianist display his masterly 
style. He is sukdued toa degree 
and approaches his subjects with 
the utmost confidence. In the Old 
English composition,” The King's 
Hunting Jig, in G major, the 
player brought out the life and 
soul of the composition in a man- 
ner which delighted the audiepee. 
The contrast was exhibited “by 
the next item in which Sgambatti, 
a’ modern Italian composer, 
writes in the old style and the 
“Antique Minuet”, in D flat 
major, was dealt with by M, 
Sklarevskiin a manner which can 
only be described as a masterpiece 
of interpretive genius. - Like his 
partner, M. Skiarveski's playing 
is beyond all criticism, and one 
could only sit in enraptured 
meditation and astonishment that 
the world could produce such 
examples of genius. . 

M, Sklarovski and M. Sykora 
are. to give two further concerts, 
one on Saturday evening next, 
and by special request, a'matines 
on Wednesday, the 12th inst, at 
Spm.

How ‘many people could say 
off hand who and wha: was the 
man after whom the extremist 
section of' the German Socialists 
-the Spartacus group—hare 
named themselves? Yet Spariacus 
was one of the outstanding 
military geniuses in history, He 
—like Toussaint L’Ouverture— 


“was a slave who owed none of his 


Military skill to orthodox training. 
Shepherd, he later became chief of 
a band of robbers, was captured 
and sold to a trainer of gladiators 
at Capua. In 73 B.C, with a band 
of about seventy followers, he 
escaped from his master and, mate 
for the crater of Vesuvius, wh 

he “was joined by hordes of 
escaped slaves. He routed an army 
of 3,000 men sent agains: him, 
and ‘proceeded to overrun 
southern Italy, his ranks receiy- 
ing. continual. accessions of 
strength until he was at the head 
of an army. 100,000 strong. Spar- 
tacus knéw that he could not 
defy the might-of Rome indefini- 
tely, and wished to march his 
followers to the north, where 
beyond the Alps they. might 
disperse to their native regions. 
But, drunk with success and 
lured with the - vision of 
further plunder from the rich 
cities of the plain, they refused 
to follow him. Against his 
better judgment, Spartacus con- 
tinued the. . 

strategy and . 
enabled him to rout one consular 
army after another. He was at 
length hemmed into the narrow 
peninsula of Rhegium, from 
which, however, he burst through 
the Roman lines with a portion 
of his forces. This was the 
beginning of the. end, however, 
and.in 71 he made a last desperate 
effort to seize the shipping at 
Brandusium, hoping-to,cross the 
Adriatic... His attack was foiled, 
and, falling back upon the River 
Silarus, he made an heroic stand, 
fighting to the death.
